BUCHAREST, Sept. 17 — Carol 
II transformed the ruling of Ru- 
mania into a royal racket un- 
precedented in modern times, ac- 
cording to evidence now being dug 


out of banking files by Gen. Ion 
Antonescu’s cleanup squad in their 
initial investigations following the 
recent abdication. The evidence 
turned up to date is only partial. 
Nevertheless, it seems to establish 
Carol and his “palace clique” with 
extremely few rivals since the most 
profligate Roman emperors. 

This is no longer a matter of 
gossip and speculation. In one bank 
alone, the Antonescu .investigators 
have found shares and cash ac- 
credited to Carol’s account which 
total about $12,000,000 at the offi- 
cial non-premium rate of exchange 
—otherwise a mere 1,250,000,000 lei. 

They have also forced out of 
hiding about $8,000,000 worth of 
shares in the National Bank of 
Rumania. This tidy sum was be- 
ing held by Carol’s. private secre- 
tary, a certain Mr. Buchman, until 
Gen. Antonescu decreed prison sen- 
tences of from five to 10 years for 
all persons holding stocks or cash 
for the abdicated monarch and 
failing to declare the same within 
five days.

Thus some $20,000,000 in royal 
securities have already been round- 
ed up, most of them quite apart 
from the royal estate which Carol 
inherited when he concluded his 
years as a playboy Prince and took 
the throne 10 year sago.

HE size of the job we face to 


will not qualify for deferment. 

In order to determine whether or 
not an employe is necessary to a 
business enterprise and _ therefore 
eligible for deferment, the follow- 
ing questions will be asked: 

1. Is he engaged in an industry, 
occupation, employment, agricultur- 
al enterprise or other field which 
is “necessary to the maintenance 
of the national health, safety or 
interest” and is he competent and 
qualified in his capacity? 

2. Would his removal result in di- 
rect, substantial and material loss 
and be detrimental to the effective- 
ness of the enterprise? 

3. Is the available supply of men 
competent in his capacity so small 
that he could not be replaced with- 
out direct, substantial, material loss 
and detriment to the enterprise? 

If .the answer is “yes” to these 
three questions, the great probabil- 
ity is that the employe will be de- 
ferred, even though the employing 
firm is not engaged on national 
defense orders. 

Who will not be deferred? 

Almost the entire group of un- 
skilled employes in all industries 
and those possessing little skill will 
find deferment difficult if not im- 
possible. The types to be included 
here are, for example, clerks, -un- 
trained office workers, unskilled 
laborers, messengers, doormen, 
waiters, bellboys, cab drivers, ship- 
ping and wrapping boys. 

No deferment will be allowed 
where the little skill required for 
the job is capable of being trans- 
mitted to others, particularly when 
there is an adequate available sup- | 
ply of older men or women. |

job, you must report 
the facts to your local board with- 
five days after the event. It 
is a criminal offense to conceal any 
such change, or to make a false 
report concerning it. 

Your local board is under duty 
to keep informed about registrants 
in the deferred class. It will make 
periodic investigations, directing 
inquiries to you, or anyone else 
connected with you, from time to 
time. The local police authorities 
or the Government appeal agent 
mav be requested to investigate. 
It is almost certain that all em- 
ployers will. be required to report 
any changes in their personnel to 
the local board. 

The classification made by the 
local board in your case will never 
be final. At any time before your 
final induction into the military 
or naval service the board may 
reopen your case, receive new evi- 
dence, and reclassify you. If for 
any reason you have been placed 
in Class 1 but are not yet inducted 
into military service, and a change 
does occur in your status justify- 
ing a deferment, don’t hesitate to 
request a rehearing from your local 
board. 

Your request will not automat- 
cally operate to postpone your in- 
uction into the military forces.

Q)course on which our country has em- 
barked is that I have seen this tragedy 
before. I feel as though I had walked into 
a movie only to discover that I had seen 
the picture years ago, under a somewhat 
different name and with a different cast. 

During 1916-17, | was one of my father’s 
As many of you remember, he 
fought to the last ditch to prevent the in- 
volvement of the land he loved in the Eu- 
ropean war of his generation. Fortunately 
for my education, I was close to the historic 
battle which raged in Washington. Its full, 
tragic meaning burned into me for life. 

As I sit in the United States Senate today, 
the words that are spoken and the things 
that are done here in Washington have a

HE cure for homesickness is 
T return home. But, if you 

can’t go home, the best cure 
is to fall in love. 

This advice to the thousands of 
boys and girls who are going away 
to schoo] or cojlege this fall, many 
for the first time, is the result of 
a scientific, psychological study of 
homesick students compared with 
a similar group who have never 
known those pangs. 

At Indiana University, under the 
direction of Prof. Edmund 8S. Conk- 
lin, Dr. Willis H. McCann of State 
Hospital No. 3, Nevada, Mo., ques- 
tioned and tested 100 homesick stu- 
dents. 

Homesickness, scientifically 
speaking (and then it is called nos- 
talgia), is an emergency emotional 
state tied up with a disturbance 
of the sympathetic nervous’ sys- 
tem. It is the sympathetic system 
that controls those non-voluntary 
body processes such as digestion, 
perspiration, and so on. 

The only way you can tell 
homesickness from any other emo- 
tional upset, Dr. MeCann says, is 
through the rather obvious clew, 
a very strong urge to go home. In 
a similiar state, if tle longing were 
for a lover, the illness would be 
called lovesickness. If it were for 
a deceased person, it would be 
grief. If the desire were uniden- 
tified, it would be a complex. 

Symptoms of homesickness are 
many and varied. Some reported 
to Dr. McCann “a strange hollow 
feeling in the pit of the stomach,” 
“a lump in the throat,” or “a 
strange tightening inside.” 

More common is a feeling of de- 
rression or despair. The victim is 
lonely and blue. He feels that ev- 
erything has gone wrong, that 
something terrible is about to hap- 
pen back home. The blues were 
being sung by 66 per cent of the 
homesick girls and 52 per cent of 
the bays. 

Nearly half were aware of their 
unsatisfied longings. 

About a fifth of these boys and 
girls were resorting to inadequate 
substitutes for going home, such 
as constant writing or telephoning 
home, thinking and talking about 
home, dreaming about home. 

No one specific cause of home- 
sickness was found by Dr. Mc- 
Cann either in the personalities of 
the nostalgic ones, or in what they 
had done or the way they were 
living. On che contrary, he re- 
ports, causes of homesickness ap- 
pear to be unlimited. But from 
his study of the things characteriz- 
ing homesick persons more fre- 
quently than those not so suffering, 
Dr. McCann has listed some of 
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the underlying factors. 

Probable predisposing factors for 
girls are: extreme fondness for 
home, for people and social func- 
tions, and for the home community; 
keen mental imagery of home sur- 
roundings whenever the word 
“home” is heard; the habit of con- 
fiding in one’s family and depend- 
ing upon their advice and guidance; 
and a strong feeling of belonging 
to and sharing in one’s home. 

Precipitating factors for girls: 
being away from home for the first 
time; monotony and boredom; lone- 
liness; severe rules and restrictions; 
disappointment; disillusionment; 
dissatisfaction with one’s room at 
college, and with college life in gen- 


eral; insecurity; discouraging com- 
munications from home, and un- 
happiness.

Dr. McCann would like-to hear 
from anyone suffering from home- 
sickness or anyone who has had 
experience with homesick suffer- 
ers. His interest is purely scien- 
tific, however.

HE baby should have regular 
T exercises just as much or more 

so than an adult. The time to 
begin baby’s systematic exercise 
is about the end of the third month 
when the eyes have developed so 
that he can begin to perceive ob- 
jects. 

As with adult’s exercises, psy- 
chology ho'ds that the best form 
of exercise for the baby is that 
which centers the interest on some- 
thing else but the exercise—some 
sort of game, 

A light inflated ball is the toy 
that will for the longest space of 
time give the baby the most exer- 
cise. He is no different from the 
adult in that either—a ball is the 
basis of all games, and red is the 
color—still similar to sound adult 
custom, Red in movement will fas- 
cinate any human being and baby 
is no exception. “A red ball bounc- 
ing in bed will let the mother get 
ahead” (with her housework). 
That’s a little weak as an effort to 
contribute to nursery rhymes, but 
the best I can do this morning.

A RED BALLOON tied to the 
baby’s wrist will keep its interest 
up in the jerks and swings of the 
arms and legs and the body stretch- 
ing that are the best form of 
baby’s exercises. 

The football game, as suggested 
by L. E. Eubank in “Health Cul- 
ture” is a goo! one. This can be 
begun when the other exercises 
have strengthened the baby so that 
he can make a reasonably success- 
ful attempt to sit up. Tie a string 
between two chairs put back to 
back, and from the middle suspend 
a ball. Put the baby on his blan- 
kets between the chairs and set 
the ball to swinging. When the 
baby finds out that he can give 
that thing a kick, the game begins. 
The future fullback may get so in- 
terested in this game that mother 
will have to stop him before it be- 
comes too exhausting.

BALL ROLLING or nursery floor 
tennis demands two players, and 
mother is elected for the position 
of number two. This exercise, of 
course, comes later—six to eight 
months. Gradually gains will be

The baby does not need food after 
exercise. In fact, better not, so the 
exercise period should be arranged 
between feeding schedules.
